EXPORTS AND CANADIAN TRADE 


For the twelve months ending in August 1937 
the value of Canadian exports was $1,128 million 
as compared with $936 million in the previous 
twelve months, a gain of more than 21 per cent. 
In only the “war trade” years, 1917 to 1921, and 
in the boom years, 1926 to 1930, has the value of 
Canadian exports exceeded $1,138 million. In the 
peak year, 1929, the value was $1,364 million. A 
comparison of current exports with those of 1929 
suggests at least temporary changes in our 
economy. Wheat exports in 1929 had a value of 
$428 million; by 1932 the total had fallen to $116 
million and for the twelve months ending in 
July 1937 it has amounted to only $175 million. 
In 1932 the price was Jow, in 1937 the volume had 
greatly decreased. The droughts which have re- 
duced wheat exports have also affected all 
vegetable and animal products, so that as com- 
pared with 1929 the value of items in these cate- 
gories is down by more than $325 million. The 
largest part of Canadian agricultural production, 
however, is for home consumption. While 
drought on the Prairies has seriously affected 
export products, farm revenue in many parts of 
Canada is at a high level. 

Although the total value of wood, wood pro- 
ducts and paper exported the past twelve 
months is down by $50 million as compared with 
1929, the value of such exports is showing a 
healthy recovery. The value of other major 
classes of Canadian exports is favourable as 
compared with 1929, and in the two classes 
precious metals and non-ferrous metals, spec- 
tacular gains have been made.

What is the significance of Mussolini's order, 
requiring all Italian planes and instructors loaned 
to China, to return to Italy? 


It cannot be any fine scruple about trans- 
gressing the strict law of neutrality; not from 
the man who sends armies and planes to aid the 
insurgents in Spain against the lawful govern- 
ment, and lends his submarines to act as pirate 
craft in the Mediterranean. It may be for one 
of two purposes, or perhaps for both. He may 
need them to strengthen his forces at home 
against the risks of giving further aid to Franco, 
or he may need them in Ethiopia for use against 
the uprising tribesmen. Ethiopia is a large and 
mountainous country. The Ethiopian army, 
without modern weapons, could not stand against 
the mechanized armies and air fleets of Italy, 
but Ethiopia is far from conquered. All that 
Italy has won is a way through the country to 
Addis Ababa. It is not safe for any Italian to 
wander a mile from the depots along the aerial 
route

Get below the bombast and flub-dubbery of 
dictatorship and the lot of the European dictator 
is not a happy one. Hitler is haunted by sleep- 
lessness, as he woos slumber behind rows of arm- 
ed guards. The recent love-feast between Hitler 
and Mussolini in Germany may look impressive 
on the news-reels but their friendship is as un- 
real as their declarations—bloody-handed as 
they are—that they are standing for the cons 
tinued peace of Europe. 

When Mussolini travelled to Munich, it was 
on an armoured train. He was surrounded by 
armed guards. Every foot of the track through 
Austria was patrolled by soldiers and detec- 
tives. 

Five thousand Italian secret police were sent 
to Germany ahead of the dictator to discover if 
any plot was afoot to hurt him, and to protect 
him during his stay. 

Along the line of route of the two dictators as 
billing and cooing they rode through the streets, 
one row of soldier guards faced their car and 
another row of guards faced the public. House- 
holders were forbitten to open their windows. 
Owners of buildings were forbidden to allow 
Strangers to enter. All Germans were forbidden 
to go upon the roofs of their buildings. Sharp- 
shooters were stationed in rooms along the route, 
to keep an outlook for suspicious movements and 
suspicious characters. 

Mussolini required to be furnished in ad- 
vance with plans of the house in which he was 
to stay. He specified that the house must have 
not less than three exits.

The German Anarcho-Syndicalist Group in 
Barcelona—Germans on the side of the Spanish 
Loyalists—are to publish in English shortly, un- 
der the title, “Black and Red Book; Documents 
on Hitlerian Imperialism”, a volume showing the 
organization of the Nazi foreign service in Spain 
and elsewhere. Some time ago this column re- 
ferred to a German volume based on documents 
found in the offices of the German Labor Front 
in Barcelona after the German staff hed fled 
The new volume will contain material additional 
to that in the German volume. It will show the 
part the Nazi foreign office played in preparing 
for the civil war in Spain, and outline activities 
of the Nazi group in Great Britain and Ireland, 
France, Portugal, Luxembourg, Belgium, Hol- 
land, Algeria, Tunis, Spanish and French Mor- 
occo and the Atlantic islands. The fleeing of- 
ficials will no doubt be in disfavor for not des- 
troying all documents before leaving. 

Instructions to the groups in foreign countries 
are conveyed by a confidential Mitteilungsblatt 
—a sort of inner-party bulletin. This was never 
entrusted to the post, but was either smuggled 
in by courier or by the German “harbour 
service,” or else sent with the diplomatic mail to 
embassies and consulates. Instruction was given 
that “it is strictly forbidden to allow outside 
persons to see either this section or any extracts 
from it.” A special code was used to designate 
particular groups. Aryans were known as Group 
1; party members as Group 50; Freemasons as 
Group M; Jews as Group U. 

Apparently the Gestapo—the German secret 
police—was strong in Spain. In April, 1986, 
when its headquarters was moved from Madrid 
to Barcelona it had a staff of 45, some of whom 
worked in the consulates. Apparently the Ges- 
tapo members were frequently moved from one 
Spanish province to another, under the pretext 
of having obtained jobs with German business 
houses having close relations with the Gestapo 
leadership. 

A month before Franco raised the flag of 
revolt, Berlin feared trouble was near: On June 
17 (thirty days before the civil war opened) 
there came from Berlin a hastily scribbled note 
to the head of the Group acting in Spain. It 
reads: 

“Berlin advises greatest caution, es- 
pecially with regard to Madrid War Min- 
istry. Destroy 2!) materia]; burn it. Letters 
to Berlin only by plane. Urgent. Danger of 
house search.” 

It is fortunate that the instruction to burn all 
material was not fully complied with before the 
trouble broke.

death of Wolfe until Oct. 18, 1759 
On that day an extra of the London 
Gazette proclaimed the news and 
the joybells and cheering which 
greeted the victory were accom-

| panied by tolling of death bells and | 


public demonstrations of grief at 
the death of James Wolfe, who, by 
tis victories at Louisbourg and 
Quebec, had won for Britain an em- 
pire then unknown, victories which 
were completed Sept. 6, 1769, when 
| Jeffery Amherst finished the job. 
| Vaudreuil capitulated and the con- 
quest of Canada wags accomplished. 

On this date in 1621 the first Can- 
adian boy was born in Quebec, and 
although Canada was at that time 
wholly French, his father was a 
Scot, Abraham Martin. Born in 
Scotland in 1589, he went to France 
in his youth, married @e French girl 
and came to Canada in 16]4. In 
| course of time he became owner of 
the land at Quebec whereon in 1759 
the kinsmen of his Scottish ances- 
| tors joined with English and Irish 
in defeating the forces of his 
adopted country.
